lowed-Permlt* Granted -Uther Hns- 
Input Transacied. 

President J. P. Phiater rapped the 
City Council to order promptly at 8 
o'clock hint eveniog. A call of the roll" 
found only three members absent — 
Messrs. Hechinger Yancey and Hendrix- 
son. Mr. Yancey afterwards came in. 

Minutes of last meeting were disposed 
of in usual manner. 

Report of the various city officers were 
filed and approved. 

Mayor Pearce reported fines to the 
amount of $1,06!) assessed during past 
month, of which $83 had been paid to 
City Marshal, $165 replevied, $46 worked 
out, $758 being worked out, and $17 es- 
caped. 

City Marshal reported $115 as amount 
of fines and old bonds collected. 

The wharfage for the month was re- 
ported at $247 by Wharfmaster Phister. 

Treasurer C. 8. Leach was sick and un- 
able to make his monthly report. 

Claims and accounts to the amount of 
$1,075.21 were allowed and ordered paid. 

The petition of J. Hamilton, agent, for 
permit to erect office at coal scales on 
east side of commerce street, north of 
Second, in Fifth ward, was taken up. It 
has been pending for several months and 
has caused considerable feeling. Permis- 
sion to erect scales was first granted, but 
after their erection no convenient place 
for an office could be found, and a per- 
mit to place a small office over scales was 
asked for.

* DESPERATE ATTEMPT TO ROS AN 

EXPRES8 TRAJN. 



A RmMMion on the Mot on Route ■•H- 
ousl* Wonnded by tbe Kobber. who Is 
I>rWcn Away by the Bravery nnd Cool- 
nui of the Ki press Me»»eii K er. 

ClHCWfCATl, Aug. 6. — A special dispatch 
from Bloomington, Lid., to the Evening Poet 
mti: "Passenger train No 8, on tbe Louis- 
viUe, New Albany A Chicago (Monon) route, 
with one passenger oar, left Ureenoastle last 
midnight on time, and after crowing tbe 
Bel river, at Maple Grove, began to climb 
the long grade leading out of Eel river valley 
to tbe wooded and fertile tableland between 
It and Sugar creek. In the express car, which 
is a combination express and baggage car, 
sat in their arm chairs Baggageman I. P. 
Winchester and Express Messenger George 
Perkins. They were half doting while the 
train clinked up to Bainbridge, the next point 
where baggage and express were to be re- 
ceived or discharged. The side doors of tbe 
oar were closed and the end door leading 
back into the passenger cars was not only 
closed, but alHO heavily chained. 

Since the great express robbery near Har- 
rodsburg, on the same route a year ago, the 
door* of the express oars bars been very se- 
curely protected. The train had hardly 
commenced the ascent out of Eel Valley, and 
was running about twenty miles an hour, 
when Winchester, who was sitting nearest 
the end door, was aroused oy somebody 
kicking against it Supposing it to be one 
of the train men, who wanted to enter, he 
went to tbe door and undid the chain. In- 
stantly a burly man on tbe platform outside 
pushed it wide open, and without a word 
levelled a revolver full at Winchester's 
breast. 

Before Perkins, tbe express messenger, 
could spring from bis chair and snatch his 
self-acting Smith & Wesson from the rack 
over bis head, the assassin fired, and Win- 
chester fell, shot in the breast Almost sim- 
ultaneously five shots from Perkins 1 gun 
rang out in the midnight air, and tbe assassin 
and would -lie robbM turned and leaped from 
the traiu. Perkins ran after him to the door, 
but the train, which was now speeding up 
had rushed pant the spot where the man bud 
alighted, and though it was moonlight, bo 
could not out 'h a glimpse of him. 

During the whole encounter, which did not 
consume more than half a minute, not a word 
was spoken. Perklus next turned his atten- 
tion to tbw prostrate and bleeding baggage- 
man, and made him as comfortable as possi- 
ble till the train reached Uainbi idge, when 
the alarm was given, and the whole commun- 
ity turned out to catch the murderer, who 
could not be more than five miles, and whom 
Perkins is quite sure he wounded seriously, if 
not fatally. 

Winchester lives at New Albany. He was 
taken to Crawfordsville, where he is now 
resting quietly. The surgeon gives some hope 
of recovery. 

All speak in high praise of Perkins 1 cool- 
ness and bravery, which not only protected 
tbe property of the company but also saved 
his own life, and probably that of Baggage- 
man Winchester, and at the same time prob- 
ably wounded a desperate and murderous 

The superintendent of tbe express company, 
the American, has wired the agent at Bain- 
bridge to spare no expense to capture the 
robber. Armed parties are scouring the 
country in search of him. 

The express robbery on this route a year 
ago, for which Chesley Chambers is 
serving a term in the penitentiary, accurred^ 
under similar circumstances.
